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ABSTRACT 

This docusent is the instructor's guide for teaching 
a learning nodule on literary analysis of children's stories. Its 
purpose is to provide suggestions for administering the nodule and to 
point out the flexibility with which instructor and student may 
approach the activities and assessments. The terainal object of the 
module requires that students becone familiar with a naamber of 
better-known children's stories and develop the ability to identify 
literary structures in each of then. The sanual contains an ansver 
key to the pre-assessaent in the student’s manual and a bibliography 
of 36 children's books in book and media fora. Student's manual is 
published separately. (HB) 
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MODULE DESICN

The module, Literary Analysis of Children's Stories, consists 


of two separate booklets -- the student's manual (bluc cover) and 


the instructor's guide (yellow cover). 


The student's manual consists of five major divisions: 


overview - which explains the purpose of the module and 
the procedure for going through ‘{t; 


pre-assessnent - which tests whether the student is 
already competent in the skills ceatained in the 
terminal objective; 


instructional elements - which provide information 
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and activities to help the student achieve the 
obsective for the nodule; 


post-assessment - which tests whether the student, 
after completing the work in the instructional 
elements, has achieved competence in the designated 
skills; 

appendix - which contains excerpts fcr the student to 
read from Children and Books (Arbuthnot and Sutherland) 
aud Children an and “their. Literature (Ccorgiou), a 
Bibliography of Children's 6 Stories, and additional 
references. 

The Instructor's Guide, in addition to providing suggest tons 
for adninistering this module, eenpaine the Answer Key to the Pre- 
Assessment (see page 6 ). For your — the Bibliography of 
Children's Stories and the references, which appear in the Student's 


Manual, have also been included. 
SUGCESTIONS FOR ADMINISTERING THE MODULE 


The Overview to the Student's Manual will present you with 
the overal] procedure for the student who takes this module. The 


purpose for the information in the Instructor's Guide is to provide 
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auggestions for administering the module end to point out the 
flexability with which you and your students may approach the 
activities and assessments. 

Each student who is taking the module should receive a copy 
of the blue booklet. All answers may be written directly in the 
manual, but the etudent may use extra paper wherever needed. 


The Bibliography of Children's Stories in: Book and Media 


Form contains 36 of the better known children's stories which students 
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will be required to read for the first time or will already be 
femiliar with. If a number of your students are taking this module, 
you will proreti⸗ want to make these books readily accessible. If 
your department cannot provide copies, you might direct your students 
to a library which stocks a good collection of children's literatur?. 
In oxder to complete Part D of the Pre-Assessment, the student 
is required to read or alrecdy be familiar with Flve storics. To 
save time, you will probably want to have copies of these books on 
hand. The stories are:

Students have the option of hearing or viewing the storics 
on cassettes, filmstrips, and records. Before they begin their work, you 
might inform them about the availability cf audio-visual equipment and 


the accessibiliiy of tle stories in these other media forms.

You and your students have several options with respect to 
the pre-assessment. After skimming the test, students may decide 
they do not possess any of the skills or the information which the 
twenty items assess. They may therefore choose to save tine by 
skipping the pre-assessucnt and beginning immediately on Element I. 

If, however, iin are planning to use the pre-assessment for 
: diagnostic purposes, you should inform your students that they will 
be required to complete as many ieena on the test as possible. In 
your evaluation of the test, you may find, for example, that a student 
is able to identify plots and themes, but not characterizations. In 
such a case, you can suggest that the student work only on the element 
which deals with characterization. However, once your students have 
entered any clement, they will also be required to take the Post- 
Assessment for the entire module. 

Students who take the pre-assessment and score at least 80% 
may exit from this module without working through the elements. They 
will have demonstrated that they already possess the ‘skill which is 
the terminal objective for this module. If you are not using the 
pre-assessment for diagnostic purposes, and students score less than 


80%, they should. begin Element. 1-and. work through. the module... 


Evaluation for Self-Assessments 
In ordcr for siudents to have their work evaluated in part 


A of the self-assessments at the end of each of the elements, they 


will need co confer with a peer who has successfully, completed the 


work in this module or with each other. The Overview suggests that FJ 
atudents form a small-group seminar in which they will analyze and 
compare their statements of theme, plot, and characterization. If_ 
the group agrees that an individual's answers are satisfactory and 
that he or she has met the criterion level, then that student may 
proceed to the rext element. If the group determines that their peer 
has not scored at least 80% , then he or she must re-enter Activity 

1 as directed and then take Self-Assessment, part B. Aithousi the

If vou have only one student working on this module, you will 


need to help the student evaluate the self-nsscessments. 


In order for your students to demonstrate that they have 
actiteved the terminal objective for this module, they must sccre 
at Jeast &0Z on the Post-Assessment test. Failure to meet this 
; erfterion level indicates that additional practice is neccesary in 
identifying one or more of the Literary structures. If a student 
has not scored at least 80%, together you and that student wil). ‘ 


decide on an alternate route for the successful completion of this 


module. One such alternative would be to provide the student with 
a list of stories you have selected and require the student to 


analyze the literary structures in cach story. 
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The terminal objective of this. module requires that the 
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student becone familiar with a number of the better-knowm children's 


stories, and at the same time, develop the ability to identify

three literary structures in each of these stories. However, the 
module has also been designed to allow flexibility for the instructor. 
If it does not exactly fit into the course you are teaching, you will 
be able to adapt. this module by concentrating only on the information 
and/or skills which also coincide with the objectives of your owa 
progren. | 

If you feel that the module will require more regular classroom 
time han you can spare, you might want to abbreviate the list of 
storics your students must read in each element. In such « case, 
you must also adjust the criteria for the self-assessments. For example, if you 
require yuur studcnts to read only three storics, then they must be 
able to correctly answer at least two out of three Itena. You 
can aiso substitute (or allow your students to substitute) other 
apprepriace children's storics for those already listed in the 


elements and the Bibliography of Children's Stories.
